Ithc proclamation 

Then shall be sounded a fanfare of trumpets, after which the Premier’s Proclamation shall 
be read by The Honourable Maitland B. Steinkopf, Q.C., Provincial Secretary. 


(Die dedication and liaising of the jflag 

The Colour Party shall move forward and accept the flag from Premier Roblin. It shall then 
be blessed by The Most Reverend Maurice Baudoux, D.D., Archbishop of St. Boniface, and 
Bishop Anderson. The Colour Party shall then march to the flag pole where two members 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police shall affix the flag to the halyard. A trumpet 
fanfare shall sound. The Flag of Manitoba shall then be raised by Mr. Edward Button, a 
direct descendant of Sir Thomas Button, who, in 1612, first placed the Union Flag of Greater 
Britain on Manitoba soil, and by Mr. Cornelius Bignell of The Pas Indian Band and 
Chairman of the Manitoba Regional Advisory Council on Indian Affairs. 


As the Flag is raised, all present shall sing: 

O Canada! our home and native land ! 

True patriot-love in all thy sons command. 

With glowing hearts we see thee rise, 

The True North strong and free, 

And stand on guard, O Canada, 

We stand on guard for thee. 

O Canada, glorious and free, 

We stand on guard, we stand on guard for thee. 
O Canada, we stand on guard for thee. 


The Flag Party shall then return to its original position. 


Then the Mayors of the Municipalities, constituting Greater Winnipeg, shall be escorted 
forward to receive the f lag of Manitoba. The Band shall play The Recessional. 


The Benediction shall then be pronounced by His Grace, Archbishop Baudoux. 
Then all shall sing: 


God save our gracious queen, 
Long live our noble queen, 
God save the queen: 

Send her victorious, 

Happy and glorious, 

Long to reign over us: 

God save the queen. 


A fanfare of trumpets shall be sounded and His Honour, The Lieutenant-Governor, shall 
then depart.
